' ten, like other foot troubles, acquir- 
ed. For ordinary purposes both are 
known as bunions- 


Bunions are gradually formed an<S 


are found usually * where there is 
arch trouble, such as ths fallins- o£ 
the metatarsal arcli across the bail , 
OL the foot. Also it can be the re- 
sult of weakness in the longitudinal 
arch of the foot. In this condition 
the great toe is bent inward, some- 
times overlapping iiis nest tea to it. 
The join; of the great toe is forced 
outward and if the foot is weak aad 
elongates in tZie shoe, as I pointefi 
out in s. previous talk, the shoe 5s 
constantly rubbing on this joint, 
causing ;c to become very painful. 
There is tenderness, sometimes pre- 
venting the -wearing of .shoes. 


The relief of bunions is simple • 


enough. jTirst, one should wear a 
shoe whfca will immediately take 
away any pressure of tee joint. It 
should be of proper length as should 
the stocklrg. The latter is just as
